Has No Direct Connection 
With Military Service 
Consul Advised 


Harold D. Clum, the United States 
consul in Calgary, has recently re¬ 
ceived numerous inquiries as to whe¬ 
ther American citizens are obliged tc 
register in the man-and-woman 
power registration which is to take 
place on Juqe 22. It is stated that 
many'appear to think that possession 
of a certificate of registration- from 
the consulate or a card showing reg¬ 
istration for the United States jnili- 
tary service, or even a birth certificate 
or ether evidence of Americas citiz¬ 
enship will excuse them from regis¬ 
tering on the date mentioned. 

These, states the American consul, 
are all mistakes which are likely' to 
lead to serious trouble. The consul¬ 
ate is authoritatively advised that the 
, man-and-woman • power registration 
has no direct connection with military 
service and does not render anyonr 
liable for military service. It makes 
no distinction of nationality and does 
not affect one’s citizenship in any way. 
It is the nature of a census of the man 
and woman power of the country. 
Every person in Canada who is 16 
years' of age or older (with certain 
specified exceptions which do not con¬ 
cern the-average person) will have to 
register on the day apointed, June 22, 
and tbe consulate strongly urges Am¬ 
ericans to do so, as there are penalties 
for those who fail to comply with the 
order-in-council. 

Registration in the American con¬ 
sulate, states Mr. Clum, or for the 
i United Stated military service can not 
: take the place of.this registration on 
June 22. The man-and-woman-power 
! registration under the Military Serv¬ 
ice Act, to which Americans are not 
subject at present.

Those who have been following the 
market prices of oats and barley will 
be surprised with the rather sudden 
drop in prices in the two grains. In 
March oats went over 91.00 per bushel 
and barley was nearly $2.00. At the 
present time oats are selling at be¬ 
tween 75 and 80 cents and barley is 
under $1.40 per bushel. As far as wc 
can ascertain there has been no chan¬ 
ge in the market situation that would 
warrant these changes in prices. It 
the supply and demand only warrant* 
these prices at the present time then 
the higher prices In March were un¬ 
warranted. Further, the 1018 crop is 
as yet so far off that it can not affect 
the cash price of these grains at the 
> re sent time. 

It takes us back to the old problen 
>f our grain markets and speculatior 
[in grain as a factor in setting thi 
price to the producer to his disadvant¬ 
age . We know that the pre-war timet 
fictitious market reports and the sell- 
■ng of huge quantities of grain or. 
paper were methods utilized to pount 
down the price of grain just as it wa: 
coming on the market, and that foi 
some unknown reason prices began to 
rise once the bulk of the grain wai 
in the dealers’ hands. 

It is useless, however, to discuss am’ 
rant over these past 'onditions. Thesi 
past and present conditions should gc 
into history as a thing of the past.

There ate just 1 now fifteen diff¬ 
erent courses in which many trades 
are represented. These include motor 
mechanics, gaa engineering, electrical 
wosk, telegraphists, and a long range 
of other branches.' 

A visit to the institute proves of 
great interest to those who are in- 
tareeted in the returned soldier ques¬ 
tion. The course of training extends 
for a period of six te twelve months 
and is supervised by • instructors who 
are carefully chosen ahd who are ia 
close touch with the .business require¬ 
ments of their fjppstrtment. The aim 
is not only ta male the men efficient 
for the presefiit but aho capable of 
holdiag their positions permanently. 
Many have already*-? graduated and 
now occupy excellent berths not only 
in cities but in the Aral districts. Al¬ 
ready many firths hive put in second 
and third requests fir mechanics and 
clerks trained at th« Institute.

INC IS LEN6THENED j FARMERS MAY HOLD 

Which Mefcns A Shortage Of Quantities Flour And Sugar 
Bran And Shorts To Vary According To Dis- 
Meet The Demand tance From Supply

■ The extreme need of our Allies in 
Europe for every pound of flour and 
every bushel of wheat that could be 
spared has necessitated the lengthen¬ 
ing of the extraction in milling. Under 
ordinary conditions about 270 pounds 
of wheat would be used to make 196 
pounds of flour, and allowing 3 pounds 
for waste there would remain 71. 
pounds of offal, but about 10 pounds 
of the lower grade flour would be ad¬ 
ded to the shorts to make middlings 
so that there would be a total of about 
81 pounds of feed produced. Under 
the order now in force the mills must 
make 196 pounds of flour out of 258 
pounds of wheat and cannot turn any 
back into the shorts, so that today 
only 59 pounds of feed fire made in 
the process of grinding a barrel oi 
flour, and the richer feeds cannot be 
made at all. Taking an equal amount 
of whept in each case, this means that 
almost 25 per cent less feed is being 
made than before, which of course has 
made the feed problem still more diffi¬ 
cult. 

It is entirely out of the question for 
the mills under these conditions, to 
ship full carloads of bran and short* 
to meet the demand for fee^J without 
causing users at other points to suffer. 
It would make no difference to thi 
miller whether he sold in full car¬ 
loads or in less than carloads, for hii 
price to the trade is fixed at the same 
amount per ton in both cases, but thi 
best and fairest method of distribu¬ 
tion has required shipment in smallei 
quantities. If a dealer does not re 
quire flour or some otl\er cereal pro¬ 
duce ,to fill a car, this of course involv¬ 
es the payment by the dealer of the 
higher freight rate charged upon 1. c 
1. shipments. This difference in freight 
may run form $1.00 to $10.00 per ton 
according to distance. Dealers art 
naturally anxious to avoid this extrc 
cost, which might put them at a dis¬ 
advantage as compared with compe 
titors in the same district who coult 
All a mixed car, and although then 
is no extra profit to them the miller: 
do not desire their customers to be at 
a disadvantage if they need oats 
barley, oatmeal or flour which coult 
be used to fill the car. There is, how 
ever, no such thing as compulsion or 
.he part of the miller nor any finan¬ 
cial object on his part in insisting 
jince he can make no more money b) 
doing so and already has a biggei 
market for all his products than he 
can fill. 


CROWN LANDS ARE 

BECOMING EXHAUSTED 

In view of the rapid exhaustion 
luring recent years of” available 
Crown Lands in close proximity to 
che railways, a shortage which ha* 
been accentuated by the reservation in 
[he interests of soldier settlement, the 
desire on the part of the prospective 
settlers to procure land within reason¬ 
able distance of a line of transporta¬ 
tion has suggested to the Department 
of the Interior the listing of the name* 
md addresses of the owners of those 
quarter-sections of unoccupied and 
non-producing lands which are lying 
dormant so far as agricultural pro¬ 
duction is concerned, the presumption 
being that in a number of cases the 
owners would be interested from 
cither a financial or patriotic point ol 
view in offers on the part of prospec¬ 
tive settlers to purchase or lease theii 
holdings. 

The vital necessity for increasing 
the acreage under crop makes it essen¬ 
tial that assistance be rendered by all 
igencies that might be instrumental 
n assisting the “back to the land’ 
movement. Now that the truth of the 
somewhat crude expression attributed 
to Napoleon that “an army travel* 
upon its stomach" is being empha¬ 
sised more and more als the “Great 
War” progresses, no better argument 
could possibly be advanced as to the 
Imperative need for increasing our 
production which of course entails an 
mmediate increase in the acreage 
under crop. 

The lists are available for distribu¬ 
tion covering the various land dist¬ 
ricts throughout the Province of Man¬ 
itoba and Saskatchewan, those for 
Alberta to follow at an early date.

The Germans are dropping peace 
propaganda from airoplanes over the 
British and French lines on the West¬ 
ern front.

It i6 provided that a bonafide farm¬ 
er may hold, subject to the order of 
the] Canada Food Boat'd, the amount 
of floui- made wholly or in part from 
wheaB-which -he may have in his 
possession in excess of the amounts 
prescribed by the order April 26, on 
the condition that on or before June 
16, he reports to the miller or dealer 
from whom it was purchased, or By 
whom it was manufactured, tl\e excess 
amount held by him. It shall then be 
the duty of such miller or dealt r to re¬ 
port all such holdings to the Canada 
Food Board. , 

Any person holding or having in his 
possession not more than 25 pounds 
of flour made wholly or In part from 
wheat, or who holds or has in his pos¬ 
session on May 17 part only of one 
original package in which such flour 
was purchased, though the amount ex- 
:eeds 25 pounds, may retain the same. 
All flour held in excess of these a- 
mounts must be returned. 

Regulations governing people who 
ive a distance from town are: 

A person living a greater distance 
.han two miles, and less than five 
niles from a dealer licensed by the 
Canada Food Board, may have in his 
oossession or under his control, flour 
nade wholly or in part from wheat 
lot more than is sufficient for his ord- 
nary requirements for a period not 
ixceeding 30 days; a person living at 
% greater distance than five miles and 
! ess than ten miles, may have a quan- 
,ity for a period not exceeding 60 
lays, and for a person living ten 
niles or more a supply for one hund¬ 
red and twenty days. 

Sugar is regulated by the same 
]uantities. 

FLAX SEED PRODUCTION 


The Colonial Secretary has request- 
id that publicity be given to the fact 
hat an arrangement has now been 
nadejvith the Wayland Company of 
Winnipeg, to carry out the British 
Government’s programme for flax 
teed cultivation in Canada. It is re¬ 
presented that the present situation 
.n Russia and the greatly increased 
national demand for aeroplane fabric 
make it essential that every effort 
should be put forth to increase the cul¬ 
tivation of flax within the British Em¬ 
pire. Great importance is attached 
jy the War Office to the success of 
Colonel Wayland’s efforts to the end 
that the cultivation of flax seed in 
Canada receive all possible skill and 
care from the farmers concerned. In 
the present circumstances the produc¬ 
tion of flax seed is regarded as of eq¬ 
ual importance with that of wheat or 
any cereal. 

NEW REGULATIONS IN FORCE 

The critical condition of food sup¬ 
plies for the Allies during the next 
few months has led the Canada Food 
Board to pass additional orders affec¬ 
ting wheat and flour. It has been 
made illegal for fanners, or anyone 
else, to use any millable wheat for 
feed for any kind of animals. Consum¬ 
ers are prohibited from accumulating 
stocks of flour beyond their actual 
current needs and must return to 
dealers any excess they have been 
hoarding, and dealers must report 
their excess stock which will be re¬ 
turned to the millers or disposed of as 
the Canada Food Board directs. •
